“Fully 50,000—there must be that many.’ 

“J would say sixty.” 

“Well, a thoroughly conservative estimate 
4s 40,000. I believe the turnstiles will show 
that.’’ 

Such were the comments among the di- 
rectors as they looked over the crowd 
packed in the grandstand, along the tracks 
and over the hills at the exposition grounds 
yesterday. 

It was certainly one of the biggest days 
in the history of the oxposition company. 
There may have been more people present 
on Cloveland day—there may have been 
as many on alliance day or Hill 
day. But only Cleveland day excelled 
yosterday’s attendance, and only Hill or 
alliance days equalled it. 

The day’s exercises wero perfect. 

Never has there been such a drilling 
contest in the south as that between the 
five crack compani&. The address of Sen- 
ator Daniel was a gem, and the _ reception 
of the distinguished Virginian was one of 
which he was pretty proud. The 
sham battle was a glorious success, 
replete with pretty manoeuvering and ex- 
citing surprises. The Wild West was bet- 
ter than’ ever. The fireworks equalled any 
that have ever been seen here—which 
means much. 

There was nothing to mar the pleasures 
of the day. The weather, as if to make 
full reparation for all the disappointments 
of the past few days, was sim- 
ply perfect, and bright and early 
the crowds began pouring into 
the grounds. By noon 18,000 had been 
registered at the railroad and electric rail- 
road gates, and the crowd was just begin- 
ning to come. Every train on the Rich- 
mond and Danville, every electric car that 
the company could put on that line, every 
street car was crowded, and thousands of 
private conveyances passed through the 
gates. . 

There were people everywhere. With the 
stand crowded to overflowing; with the 
track lined by a line several 
deep ; and with every square 
foo of ground on- the hillsides 
and points of vantage about the grounds, 
there were still thousands of people in the 
buildings, a never-ending stream of . sight- 
eeers. 

The victory of tho Perry Rifles 
something of a damper upon the spirits of 
the Brunswick boys who were a close 
second’ but expected to be first. The in- 
terest in the interstate drill ran high and 
it was the hop6 of the participants that a 
decision might be reached yester- 
day. It was not, and _ today 
the friends of tho Guard, the Rifles, the 
Suwanee, Fort Worth and Little Rock 
boys are on the anxious seat. The three 
first companies are favorites—but the decis- 
4on of the judges has not been made.

9. The transportation facilities are very 
much better than ever before, 
and deserve this special mention. For the 
benofit of visitors it may be well to agaig 
explain the three principal routes to the 
grounds, They are: The Richmond and 
Danville trains, which leave the Markham 
house every twenty minutes; the electric 
cars, which leave the corner of Broad jand 
Marietta streets every fifteen minutes; the 
street cars of the Union lines, which go 
out Peachtree every five minutes.

THE INTERSTATE DRILL. 


It Was the Grandest Military Contest Known 
to the South. 

Great was the drill. 

It was a case of Greek meeting Greek. 

And even the judges were left in a doubtful 
dilemma as to who the victors were. 

Every soldier was at his best, and the 
weather was admirable. 

The sun rose clear and bright and the wes- 
tern wind was cool and bracing—just enongh 
to make the drill teamis enter their work with 
@ hearty zost and a light, steady step. 

It was a perfect day, and with the exception 
of a somewhat muddy field the interstate qjill 
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gramme for yesterday, and began promptly at 
9:39 o’clock. ‘ 

Even at that carly hour the grandstand was 
packed from one end to the other; and” great 
crowds of people thickly dotted the terraces 
around the race track. 

There were 30.000 people on the grounds 
when the drill began, and _ the roar of conver- 
sation on every side was deafening. 

The Drill Begins. 

The first drill was made by the Fort Worth 
‘Fencibles. 

This company marched into the confines of 
the drill grounds tothe tune of a lively air 
played by the cornet band in the gallery of the 
grand stand, and drew up a handsome line in 
front of the judges. 

There was a perfect storm of applause from 
the grand siand when the company halted, 
and Captain Ford turned the men over to tho 
judges for inspection. 

The uniform was white duck with gold 
trimmiggs, white helmets with white plumes 
as a crest. 

The handsome colors of the company wero 
pianted in the gateway of the drill ground, and 
remained there during the drill. 

Their sponsor, Miss Effie Howell, and .the 
maids of honor watched the drill from their 
handsome carriage decorated with flags and 
the company’s colors. 

The inspection was most rigid, and required 
some time before the company was given back 
to the captain to drill. The captain failed to 
“open boxes” in the very beginning, and this, 
perhaps, was the only marked error the com- 
pany made. 

The boys from Texas began their movements 
beautifully. Their appearance was very fine, 
and their work was most clever. 

The following is a programme of the com- 
mand ofthe drill, made out by Licatenant 
McDonald and corrected by Lieutenant Law- 
ton, two of the judges. 

RULES GOVERNING THE CONTENST. 

1. Movements will be @xecuted’ in single rank 
and in the erder written in the programme. 

2. Any movement omitted in its proper place 
wili be scored “O”"’ and cannot be executed aiter- 
wards. 

3. Forty-five minutes will be allowed each com- 
pany from beginning the movements of Part II to 
finish the programme, ani movements executed 
after recall will be scored “O.” 

4. The companies wiil be marehed upon the drill 
ground and ha'ted in line fifteen or twenty paces 
in front of the judges ready to prepare for “in- 
spection of scparate company.”

Round after round of applause went up after 
their drill, and they were made recipients of 
flowers in profusion. One of their prettiest 
offerings was alone star made of beautious 
flowers. The company drilled twenty-five 
minutes.

The multitudes shouted in thundering ggeet- 
ing as they marched before the grand stand, 
and for a few minutes the whole grounds 
echoed with a tremendous din of applause. - 

The band played *‘Dixie,”’ and the pure, sim- 
ple gray uniform of the handsome cadets, com- 
bined with the stirring notes to make the 
scene inspiring. 

Captain Frank Coyle drew up his company 
most admirably. The inspection was speedily 
made, and the boys went to work in earnest 


with the programme of conrmands, 
Graceful and accurate in e¥ery movement,

storm with the expcution of each command. 

It was a wonderful drill. 

The wheelings were as soiid as an iron fence 
swinging to and fro, and the halts were sudden 
and precise. 

Their firing was excellent, and the left 
wheel by platoons double-time was especially 
well rendered. The company cert@inly had 
the crowds with it and won goiden opinions on

Everybody knew it was a great company,

Captain Spencer went forward without the 
slightest swerve or error with the programme, 
and, viewed froni the grand stand, the drill 
came as near being periect as they ever get 
to be. 

Applause followed the movements in the 
field and manual exercises, and when the @rill 
was finished, the poo's began to sell with the 
Rifles as favorites, 

The work was certainiy very pretty. 

McCarthy Light Guards.

That's what the band played when the Me- 
Carthy Light Guards from Little Rock, Ark., 
marched on the field. 

The people were just in that happy humor 
to greet the boys from Arkansas with cheers 
and mirth, and the stirring notes of this gay 
song made them all the more so. 

A loud shout and a long shout on all sides 
saluted the boys as they formed a line and 
halted with a handsome front of blue and red, 
with white helmets and white and red 
plumés. 

The meu began drilling at 12:22. 

They led off across the track in thé field 
movements most beautifully, and caught the 
attention of the grand stand from the start. 

The firing was particularly well done, and 
deserved all the applause it received. 

On right into line was made in a perfect 
manner. 

And the whecling was simply immense. 

When the drill had been finished most suc- 
cessfully the company was marched down to 
the judges’ stand, where the fairsponsors, Miss 
Sarali Frances Grant, of Atlanta; Miss Brown, 
of Nashville, daughter of ex-Governor John 
C. Brown; Miss Gordon, of Atlanta, and Miss 
Stiles, guest of Miss Gordon, stood in an open 
carriage. Here the company gave a salute, 
and Miss Giant presente/dto the captain a large 
wreath of flowers for the boys who had done 
80 well. 

The Gate City Guard. 


The Gate City Guard took the field at 1:05 
o'clock. 

There was much interest felt everywhere in 
this company, and the applause and ronsing 
welcome the men received showed in the be- 
ginning that they had friends, aud numbers of 
them, in the great crowd. 

The drilling was simply beautiful. 

With uniforms of blue and red and white 
shokes, the company had a magnificent ap- 
pearance, 


So uniform and simultaneous were the move- 


ments, both in the field and manual com- 
mands, that before the driil was half finished 
betters made the Gate City Guard the fa- 
vorite, and the money was planked with a 
merry clatter into the pools. 

The drill was rapidly executed and. each 
feature brought forth tremendous applause. 

When the Guard left the field the grand 
stand echoed with a din of cheering. 

Just as the drill was finished Private H. F. 
Scott, overcome by the heat and the exhaus- 
tion of the heavy track, fainted. 

Iie was borne away on a litter, however, 
anda physician called to attend him. He 
soon recovered. _

Lieutenant McDonald, one of the judges 
who made the programme, says this movement 
was put there as a catch test of the skill of tae 
companies. He said last night that three com- 
panies failed to execute the half step, and two 
did it. 

The three to fail were the Fort Worth 
Fencibles, the McCarthy Light Guards and 
the Sewanee Cadets. 

The judges were at work until nearly 3 
o’clock this morning making out their decis- 
ions as to who are the winners. This will be 
made knowm today at 1 o'clock. 


THE ORATION OF THE DAY. 


Senator Daniel's Address and Governor 
Gordon's Introduction. 

Never was an orator greeted by a more 
splendid audience than that which greeted 
Virginia’s eloquent senator yesterday. It was 
an audience that was anxious to see him and 
hear him, and was from the moment he began 
speaking in thorough sympathy with him. 

The Gate City Guard was going through its 
beautiful drill when the carriages containing 
the distinguished visitors and the gentlemen 
who escorted them drove on the track and to 
the speaker’s stand. The members of the 
Guard must have thought their drill especially 
fine at that point, judging by the cheers they 
heard, but the cheering was for Senator 
Daniel. 

With Governor Gordon and Mayor Glenn, 
the distinguished Virginians took seats on the 

. front of the stand. 
_ Then when the

Governor Gordon was cheered as he rose. 


He said: 
GENERAL GORDON’S INTRODUCTION. 

General Gordon said: Ladies, Fellow-Sol- 
diers, Fellow-Citizens: 

Yoa were soldiers once, you are citizens now. 
The braveet of soldiers then, you are now among 
the truest of citizens. Soldiers of the confederacy 
then, citizens of the reunited. republic now. 
Soldiers then of an aspiring young republic, 
whose météeorie splendor arrésted and dazzled for 
& time the gaze oi Christendom, and the record of 
whozé people for daring, for devotion, for self- 
sacrifice and, fitially, for heroic endurance amidst 
defeat and wide-spread desolation are without a 
parallel in history; but citizens now ofa living, 
puissant, progreasive republic, whose Jhonor you 
cherish, whose flag you follow, of whofe achieve- 
ments yon are proud,in whose past giories you 
and your fathews were participants and for whose 
life, perpetuity and freedom you pledge your 
labors, your lives and your unimpeachable honor. 

In these few words I have sought to epitomize the 
past, the prasentand the future of the men and 
the people who gave their manhocd and their 

yomanhood, their treasure and their blood to the 
hort-lived but glorious confederacy, and who 
with like devotion and singleness of purpose will 
uphold and defend this common republic of our 
fathers, established by the patriots of the north 
and the patriots of the south. 

Bui I cannot consent to longer deprive —_ of 
the great pleasure in store for yowteday. My part 
in this programme is rather to what your appetite 
for the feast and not to attem) tte furnish it. In 
this effort to prepare you for the great treat which 
awaits you, it would Le suflicienh to pronounce 
the name of the distinguished friend who honors 
us with his presence. His name is fainiliar to us 
all, and his fame as a soldier and states- 
man is a part of the rich heritage of us 
ail. No braver man auswered to the confed- 
ate rollcallthan my Virginia friend. No abier 
defender of his. people's honor Occupies & seatin 
the naticna! cauncils. Learned, gifted, brilliant 
and true, he is a fit representative of that mother 
of states so prolific of heroes and of statesmen. 
lie is a fit representative of the giorious mem- 
ories of the batiletield, and no less a fit represent- 
ative of the patriotic purposes of our people in 
vcace, 
. With an affection for him born amidst the most 
stirring events of our war, and which has 
Btrencthened with the passing years, | am proud 
to introduce to Georgia veterans and people ny 
comrade and friend, the Hon. John W. Daniel, of 
Virginia. 

Senator Daniel was received with cheers. 


BENATOR DANIEL’S SPEECH. 

As Senator Daniel rose in response to the 
eloquent introduction there was great cheering 
and applause. His handsome face and bis 
magnetic bearing made a deep impression 
upon his hearers from the first word, and fre- 
quent bursts of applause greeted his eloquent 
remarks, 

He began: 

Governor Gordon, Mr. President and Gentle- 
men of the Picdmont Exposition; Ladies and 
Gentlemen—and last, but far from least—Fellow- 
Soldiers: lf, fellow-citizens, this beautiful land- 
scape which stretches betore us today constituted 
the staie; if mountains and valicy3, rivers and 
forests. with all their riches,constituted the state ; 
if beautiful towns, broad avenues, magnificent 
institutions of learning, and of justice, and of 
législiation—stately cities and accumulated 
riches, constituted the state of Georgia, then, 
today, my countrymen, I am a stranger in a 
strange land, for these beautiful scenes never be- 
fore transpired before my eyes. But if the history 
of a people, grand and noble in deed, whose daunt- 
legs courage led them foremost in the field; whose 
integrity stands today as a monument to the glory 
of the people; if execllent courtesy and abound- 
ing hospitality constitute the state, then I know 
Georgia, and am at home amongst her people. 
TApplause.} 

I could net help but think today when I was 
belng buried under that deluge of flowers at the 
hands of your gallant governor, of thé time, a 
quarter of a century ago, when matiers were 
somewhat reversed, and I had the honor of pre- 
senting you, Governor Gordon, and a brigade of 
Georgians, to an audience of some ten thousand 
biue-coated friends. ([Laughter.] You were 
the speaker then, and if you will pardon 
an old soldizr I will give you, as it appears to me 
a glint of that eventful day. 

It wa3 in old Virginia, in that strange wild tract 
known as the Wilderness and which is fully enti- 
tled toits name. It wason a beautiful afternoon 
of the May time, ajcloudiess, beautiful day, when 
the sun shone out as it does this day. The left of 
our army had been unexpectedly attacked and 
shattered by the opposing army of federals, I had 
the honor that day of serving on the staff 
of General Jubal A, Early, of whom you have 
heard before. He had arrived on the scene, but 
the troops werein the rear. Turning to me he 
said: “Go back and orderthe troops to come up 
double-quick.”’ I went down the road as quick 
as my little Virginia horse would carry me, and 
the first troops. 1 met were Georgians. I rode 
up tothe officerin command and delivered my 
orders, and added: ‘You must get there double- 
quick.” AsI got back, there came on a line of 
gray-coats, marching at double-quick, as steadily 
as that line you. saw a few minutes ago; 
but there were no dress parade uniforms— 
there *was nothing bright about them sbave 
the biood-red battle flag’ and the glint of 
cold steel. Asthey reached the scene, and while 
many of the generals were together on the dank 
getting the lay of the land and giving their orders, 
one Georgian was seen to ride to the front of the 
brigade and say something to, themen. I rode to 
the front of the line and heard his ringing words, 
through a quarter of a century asI heard them 
then. He turned and thundered, ‘Georgians, I 
have never asked for you to follow me in vain; 
follow me now.’ Andthcy did follow him and old 
Georgia won the battle and our enemies were 
routed.” 

Senator Daniel referred in eloquent words to 
the exposition and the wonders it contained. 
He said that he and his friends had seen and had 
marveled at the display of mineral and agricultu- 
ral resources. 

“I can well recognize,” he said, ‘‘since I have 
viewed this display, that Georgia can produce 
anything that any other state can’ produce. 
And I believe that if the. Atlantic and Pacific 
were to meet and swaliow up all _ the 
land but that embraced by Georgia, you could 
still have all the luxuries and all the necessities of 
life. But great as are these riches, the greater 
riches are in these brave, true-minded men who, 
when the last battle had been fought, 
came back to  desolated homes, and 
with brave, true hearts, built from the 
ruins this magnificent country. Nor shouid 
I fail in mentioning the brave Georgia women. 
The great German, Goethe, saidfthat a perfect 
woman should be capable of being both father 
and mother to her children. When the boys were 
off in old Virginia fighting the battles of the 
confederacy, the noble women were, in 
truth, both mother and father to their 
children, and one thing to which Iattribute the 
greatness and the glory of the south today is that 
the boys were raised around their mother’s knecs 
and learned the lessons their brave mothers 
taught them. 

“Jo these young men whocrowd around today 
the story of the confederacy isa story indeed, 
just as to us was the Mexican war, the war 
of 1812, or even the revolution were to their 
fathers. They bave heard of it only. They have 
seen it as through agiass darkly. Let me say 
to them that the confederaté army was the most 
thoroughly democratic army that ever stood 
upon the fleldof battle. Don’t be afraid that I 
am going to make a democratic speech, tor i am 
not going to talk politics. I mean democratic in 
the broad sense of the word. Abraham Lincoln 
said at the battle of Getteysburg that the 
men of the union were fighting to preserve the 
government of the people, by the people and for 
the people; and so it was with the confederate 
army, which was an army of the people, fighting 
forthe people, and by self-government of the 

Why, don't you remember the re 
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ber that day. Thex it was that you were first 
relieved from the responsibility of acting as cap- 
tain of the Raccoon Roughs and made, by the 
sovereignty of the people, a Georgia colonel. And 
when you accepted this tfust you might well have 
said, as General Washington Suid Upon assuming 
command of the American arnNes, that you 
received it from the highest and purest 
fountain of human power, the 
hands of the people.’’ 

Referring to the often-made statemertis con- 
cerning the existence of asouthern aristocracy 
Senator Daniel said that there never was a bedy 
of men in which there was less aristocracy in the 
unpleasant sense of the word. Read the records 
and you will see, be said, that the officers were not 
men who said, “Go on, boys,” but“Come on, 
boys.” He referred in eloquent words to the 
wounds received by the south’s generals in conflict 
by Albert Sidmey Johnion, Ashby, Longstreet 
Eariy, Williams, Gordon, Hiil, Stewart, Walker 
and hosts of others, and ended by saying: ‘And 
if Robert E. Lee himself did not perish at the 
head of his line it was because the soldiers of 
Georgia took his horse by the bridie rein”—and 
the rest of the sentence was lost amid the loud 
cheers which greeted the sentiment. The officers 
and soldiers of the confederacy slept under the 
same blanket and ate from the same Skillet. 

There was one peculiar thing about our confed- 
erate war,the like of which history does not 
chronicle. 1t was a war without a decisive battle 
in four years’ fighting. History shows nothing 
like ict since Arminius defeated the Romans 
and overthrew their power; since Hastings, 
when William the Conqueror overcame the 
blond-haired and blue-eyed Saxon king; and in 
years aiterward, Waterloo, at which Napoleon's 
Star set forever. But here in our own land there 
was ®& wer of four years, in which, after 
every battle, you find the opposing armies still 
facing each other and ready to begin again. 
It was because the people of the south had their 
education neglected in the act of being beaten and 
when they were whipped they did not know it. 
And if they did get whipped they never said 60. 

Senator Daniel told the story of the North Caro- 
lipa soldier after Appomattox;who explained to 
the bhue-coated victor, *We’uns have just come 
ourselves out alickin’ of you’uns, and if you don’t 
take pretty good care we will come back and do it 
again.” 

“Ihave heard that some of our friends way 
down east,.” he said, “think that a typical south- 
erner sits in front of a store whittling a stick and 
talking politics. I wish some of them could 
see Atlanta. I myself had heard much about At- 
lanta and Georgia. WhenI came and saw I felt 
like the queen of Sheba when she first beheld the 
glories of Solomon. You are charged with a ten- 
dency to talk eloquently of your present and of 
your future; but as the speaker of the Vir- 
ginija house of delegates once said 
to a Georgian, so I feel like saying to 
you: ‘Please sit down; your modesty exceeds 
your merit." Why, if old Virginia would boast 
in propurtion to what she has, she wouldn’t be 
content with being called the mother of states, 
but would think we were mother and father of 
everybody and everything else. (Laughter.] Talk 
about the south being a land where itis always 
afternoon! Why it looks to me now ag if it were 
a land of perpetual sunrise. 

lie savt he had prepared interesting tables 
showing the great growth of the south, but he 
didn’t intend to talk dry. figures today. 
He spoke the great achievement 
of the Atlanta people ih building this splendid 
city from ruins and desolation. 

“As I wasriding out I felt like taking off my 
hat to that splendid efigy to Georgia’s famous 
son, Ben Hill. (Loud chvering.] nd I think 
with deep reverence today of your own Henry 
Grady, who still dweils with you in the noble ex- 
ample he set. Grady was to the civil affairs of the 


South what Pelham, Pegram, Haskell, Latimer, 


and Denning were to the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia.” His further references to Geor- 
gia’s great son were beautiful, and were 
greeted by great applause. 

Senator Daniel referred bricfly to the so-callea 
race problem. ‘It is nothing,’ he said, ‘‘to the 
problem which faced Jon Sinith with 3,000 miles 
of water between hitn and 3,000 miles of a red race 
before him. He did not know how.he was going 
to solve it; but with the dauntiess spirit of the 
Anglo-Saxon the work of solving it began.” 

‘Ladies and genti¢men,” continued the speaker 
“as muchas I have always desired to comic to 
Georgia, as glad as I ain that I did come, and as 
much as I hope [ may come again, these (turning 
to the veterans on his left) are the beys who 
brought me! [Great cheering:] Wellhas it been 
said by some one that the confederate veteran is 
a pecuhar institution. It was said 
of Napoleon that he was grand, 
gloomy and peculiar. i have never seen anything 
gloomy about the confederate. I have 
always seen him -proud; and if he 
a little peculiar, it is a and 
peculiarity. There is one respect in which he did 
regeinble x apoleon. You remember that Napoleon 
would allow nobody e!se to place the crown of the 
empire of France upon Lis head, but taking it up 
with his own hands, placed it upon his 
head. The confederate soldier was Na- 
poleonic in that he went into the 
war without bounty, he fought through the war 
without hope of pay, without prospect of pension’ 
He, too, proudly took tho crown he had won for 
himself and placed it upon his own head.”’ 

Referring to an incident of interest to Atlante, 
he said’ that on the 9th of April, 1865, he wasa 
wounded confederate soldier sick in bedin Lynch- 
burg. He heard afar the roar of battle, the last 
— geile of the dying confederacy. It was the last 
charge of the confederates upon the federal hosts 
that surrounded them and was led by the Georgia 
general. And it was in these hills of Lynchburg, 
rich in their treasures of war history, that John 
Milledce, another gallant Georgian, buried the 

uns which had done valiant sérvice for the con- 

ederacy in his batteries of artillery, rather than 
let them get intothe hands of the conquering 
army. 

In é few eloquent words that held his best 
audience spell-bound, Senator Daniel spoke of 
the transmigration of the soul of the old south 
to the new, of the high achievements of the 
past and of those that were to come, and of 
the beautiful examples to the young which 
the lives of the south’s great leaders afforded. 
His tribute to Lee and Jackson and Gordon, 
and to the valiant soldiers whose glorious 
achievements reflected such luster upon the 
tlag of the confederacy was a marvel of elo- 
quence and carried his audience by storm. 

After he had taken his seat there were calls 
for General Gordon and Senator Colquitt; but 
the hour of the sham battle had arrived and 
General Gordon, in a few words, called atten- 
tion to that fact. 

The exercises were over, but for ten minutes 
Senator Daniel was kept busy receiving the 
congratulations of admirers who sought intro- 
duction to him. The speech was a marvel of 
eloquence—no report of 1t would do it full jus- 
tice. Itis enough to say that the eloquent 
Virginian captured the great crowd as he has 
captivated all Atianta, and when he left last 
night for his home in the Old Dominion, he 
bore with him the kindliest well-wishes of the

THE STATE CHEMIST. 


Professor White Declined Reappointment To 
the Position. 

Macon, Ga., October 24.—[Special.]~—TuHe 
CONSTITUTION, exclusive announcement of the 
fact that Commissioner of Agriculture-Elect 
Nesbitt had tendered to Mr. George T. Payne, 
of this city, the appointment of state chemist, 
was somewhat misleading as regards Professor 
H. C. White, the present able state chemist. 

Professor White was urged by Mr. Nesbitt 
to continue in oftice, and his declination to do 
s0 resulted in the appointment of Mr. Payne. 

Several months ago Professor White was 
elected president of the State Agricultural 
college, ef the university, and since that time 
has zealously applied himself to the task of 
building up this department of the university. 
The question of requiring the state chemist to 
have his oftice at the capitol has constantly 
arisen of late and Professor White concluded 
that, as it would be impossible for him to sever 
his connection with the university and remove 
from Athens, he would no longer stand in the 
way of the change if the commissioner thought 
it necessary. He so notified Mr. Nesbitt and 
was requested by him to continue under the 
new administration. Finding that his new 
duties in the university would conflict, he de- 
clined reappointment and his successor was 
selected.

Which Has Been Obviated by a Short 


Canal.

Mr. J. F. Pearson’s plantation on the western 
border of Washington county that forms a 
perfect horseshoe. 

Several years ago driftwood and all manner 
of obstructions got hedged in this bend and 
seriously hindered timbermen in rafting.

“TWO LIVES LOST 


IN 4 DISPUTE ABOUT A HANDFUL OF 
CHINQUAPINS. 


A Negro Boy, Fifteen Years of Age, Killsa 
White Boy of Five—The Lynching 
Yesterday Morning. 


WayNEsBoro, Ga., October 24.—[Special.] 
News of an open-handed lynching near 
Perkin’s Junction, three miles from here, 
reached our town today. 

Two lives have been taken, and the 
law boldly trampled upon by 8 lawless 
mob. 

On Monday, a negro boy, fifteen years 
old, General Thomas by name, who had 
been out hunting, passed the home of Mr. 
John T. Robinson, having with him a 
quantity of chinquapins. 

THE CHINQUAPIN INCIDENT. 

A son of Mr. Robinson, Johnny, a little 
boy five years old, begged the boy for 
some of his} chinquapins. He refusing, the 
little boy took some of them from Gen- 
eral’s pocket and started to run off, when 
the former aimed his ‘gun at him and or- 
dered him to stop. 

SHOT TO DEATH. 

Johnny did not obey promptly, when the 
gun fired, tearing away the bowels of the 
child. _ The boy was arrested, tried ang 
committed to jail Tuesday at 11 o’clock. 

THE STORY OF THE LYNCHING. 

He was put in the hands of Officer 
Thomas W. Joyner, constable, to bring him 
to jail. The officer kept him until morn- 
ing, when, at Perkins’s, Junction, at 3 
o’clock, awaiting for the train for Waynes- 
boro, the boy General was taken by 4 
masked mob and carried away. He was 
found later today, one mile down the 
track, near an academy, tied to a pine 
sappling riddled with bullets. 

THE HABEAS CORPUS. 

Sheriff C. W. Hurst saw the corpse in 
this condition today, he having gone down 
to serve a mandamus upon Constable Joy- 
ner to produce the boy, Stepney Williams 
having come to. town and swore out the 
necessary papers to have his son brought 
to jail. 

GREAT INDIGNATION FELT. 

Great indignation is felt here at the ac- 
tion of Joyner in keeping the boy away 
from jail so long. His excuse was that he 
was hiding him out from the lynchers. 
Joyner is the uncle of Johnnie, the little 
white boy who was killed by the negro, 
General Thomas. The latter said the kill- 
ing was accidental, having happened while 
he was sitting down with his gun across 
his lap. 

TEN CONVICTS ESCAPE. 


Two Bloodhounds Put on Their Trail—The 
Pursuit. 

CovinaTon, Ga., October 24.—[Special.]— 
Mr. W. B. Lee, of this place, has a farm about 
fourteen miles from here which he cultivates 
by convict labor, and has been working about 
twenty-five hands. Wednesday night ten of 
theseconvicts broke out of the stockade in which 
they were confined, and made their escape. 
All of them are negroes, and their names are 
as follows: Jdhn Smith, Gus Dupree, Lambert 
Bell, Charley Farrall, Willis Echols and Amos 


Hesterday, from Newnan, Ga. ; Freeman Clark, 


Jim Harrison and Ben Fields, from Gaines- 
ville, and Joe Baynes, from Alpharetta. 

Mr. W. B. Lee has thus far failed to capture 
any of the convicts. 

The convict laborers effected their escape 
Wednesday night. They effected their escape 
by the aid ofa “trusty,’’ Willis Echols, who 
carried into the stockade where they were 
confined a mattox, by means of which they 
broke through the enclosure. Dr. J. W. Lee, 
who has charge of Mr. W. B. Lee’s farm, was 
notified of their escape about 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and started in pursuit of 
them. At some point on their route 
they separated, five of them passing 
through McDonough, two going toward 
Atlanta and the other’ three are 
supposed to have gone toward Gainesville. 
When Dr. Lee reached McDonough he learned 
that he was only about three hours behind 
those who had passed through that place; but, 
as he was considerably fatigued by his ride, 
he gave up the pursuit and returned home. 
The loss of their labor at this time is quitea 
misfortune to Mr. Lee, as they are greatly 
needed in the gathering of his cotton crop, 
and the scarcity of hands for that purpose will 
render it very difficult to supply their places.

A CORNER IN NICKEL, 


The Demand for the Metal by the Nayy De- 
partment Causes Some Inquiry. 

WASHINTGON, October 24.—Additional re- 
sults of recent tests of armor plate at Annapo- 
lis are still coming to light. A demonstration 
of the superiority of nickel and steel alloy and 
the immediate appropriation of congress of 
$1,000,000 for the purchase of a quantity of 
nickel with which to alloy naval steel, had

egree. The nava) department had 
hardly begun to inquire into the amount of 
nickel on the market before it was found that 
the results of the tests h 
been seized upon abroad with 
remarkable celerity, and that there was to be 
keen competition in the market, already noted 
for vigorous and steady demand. In addition 
there were rumors of ‘‘corners’’ that were dis- 
comforting to officials who had expected to get 
an adequate supply of the metal at fair prices. 
ion of the 
possibilities of the United States as a nickel- 
ronertn country. Allof the nickel used 
ere has n purchased abroad, Canada being 
the nearest source of supply. 

From information coming in an unofficial 
way tothe department it appears, however, 
that there is a probability that the metal exists 
in this country in considerable quantity. It is 
asserted that mines of great value exist in Vir- 
ginia. For obvious reasons persons making 
assertions refuse to designate their location. 
Meanwhile, acting upon expert re at least 
one company is conaninel to develop these 
mines, so that the navy department officers 
are hopeful that any considerable enhance- 
ment of the market price of the nickel will be 
met and counteracted by an increased supply 
from domestic sources.

Mr. Wiley Crosier and Charles H. Mitch- 
ell were ativing home tn @ wagon, and they 
were followed at a distance of about forty 
yards by twp/other gentlenien. . 

THUR ASSASSIN APPEARS. 

As the first wagon passed the school- 
house, a man stepped out on the right 
hand side of the road and fired at Mr 
Mitchell. The shot went true to its mark 
entering the brain above the right ear and 
killing him instantly. 

At the report of the pistol, the mule 
dashed forward and Mr. Crosier was thrown 
from the wagon, the fall breaking two of 
his ribs..The mule continued his flight 
until he arrived at the dead man’s home, 
@ distance of three or four miles from the 
6cene of the assassination. 

a THE MURDERER ARRESTED. 

This morning, a negro, Jason Flowers, 
‘Was arrested as the murderer, one of the 
geutiomen in the second wagon having re- 
cognized him by tho flash of the pistol. 

The negro had stated that he would be 
revenged on Mr. Mitchell for having *testi- 
fied in a case in the superior court’ in which 
he (Flowers) was convicted of a misde- 
meanor. 


THE VERDICT RENDERED. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict, in 
substance, that the deceased came to his 
death by a pistol wound; that the crime 
was murder in the first degree, and that 
Jason Fiowers was the assassin. The peo- 
ple in the Mitchell settlement are very 
much excited over the murder. The county 
Officers feared that an effort would be made 
to lynch the negro, so they sent him to 
Macon this afternoon, guarded by one of 
the bravest and most resolute men in the 
county.

The People Would Hang Varn if They 
Could Get Him. 

Waycross, Ga., October 24.—[Specia].]—

the Coffee county riot, was based on personal 
investigation, and, upon further inquiry, will 
prove correct. 

Mr. Varn, who was alleged to have been 
leading the rioters, states that he is able to 
prove that his advice to the negroes was in the 
interest of peace, and that he did his best to 
suppress riotous proceedings. 

On the other hand, itis but fair to record 
that some people entertain a different view. 
While they admit that evorything is quiet now 
at the scene of the double murder, yet over 
200 men are pursuing the rioters, and great 
uneasiness prevails. 

One of these people, referring to the presence 
of Varn in Waycross, says: 

“It is well for him that he is here, for the 
indignant citizens of Coffee and Ware would 
have him as high as Haman could they lay 
hands on him. The storv about Thomas Sears 
shooting one of Varn’s wagoners is false, as he 
is able to prove an alibi by more than half a 
dozen of the best citizens of Coffee county.”’

He Will Certainly Swing from the Gallows 
on the 29th—He Says Me Is Ready, 
and Has Become a Christian. 


Macon, Ga., October 24.—ISpecial.]—There

hang on Wednesday, October the 29th, by the 
neck, at Perry, until he is dead.

tainly in ‘position to know, that Woolfolk’s 
attorney$ will make no further .effort in his 
behalf, and the execution.on the scaffold will 
, aw’'s appointed ‘time uriless W 0ol- 
folk commits suicide or he diegin his cell by 
the handof providence in some patural manner. 
Captain Johnjc. rferd is still in Athens, 
where he'want at while'ago to recuperate 
his health, which has not.beén good since 
Woolfolk’s frst trial in théavinter of 1887. 

It has been reported--that Woolfolk has 
made a confession of guijt.to Captain Ruth- 
erford, but as Captain Rutherford is not in 
town, Tue Consritution could not get the 
report affirmed or denied. Parties very close 
to Captain Rutherford say, however, that they 
doubt_any such confession having been made, 
and say the captain has never informed them 
that Woolfolk had. confessed. 

Editor Hodges, of The Perry Home Journal, 
had a long interview this week with Wool- 
folk. Mr. #fodges is in Macon today, and told 
Tas ConstiruTtion of the interview, a synop- 
sis of which is given here. 

In answer to a question concerning any 
Statement he proposed to make, Woolfolk said: 

“I’ve got nothing to say beyond what I 
have said time and again. I’m an innocent 
man, and will protest my innocence to the 
last. I didn’t do what they say I did.” 

Continuing he sald: ‘‘Life in prison is a 
life of torture, and Iam readytodie. I would 
rather die now than toremain in prison an- 
other year.’’ 

Ife says he reads his Bible every. day and 
night, and prays regularly. 

In reply to the remark: 

**Tom, you are the most philosophical man 
in the face of death I ever saw,’’ he said: 

“Yes, because I expect to die on the 29th, 
and I am ready. I am trying to lead a 
Christian life, and I have repented and re- 
ceived forgiveness for my sins. I have given 
my heart to God, and my entire trust is placed 
in the mercy of my Savior, Jesus Christ.”’ 

He prefers the Baptist church to any other. 

He does not expect any further intercession 
in his behalf, and repeated the assertion that 
he was ready for the execution, and that he 
prefers death to continued confinement with- 
ont hope of final release. 

Tho execution will take place on Wednes- 
day, the 29th, just on the western limit of the 
town, and near where Fanny Gresham branch 
empties into Big Indian creek. This is a 
valley of about five acres, surrounded by hills 
on three sides, a natural- amphithéatre—af- 
fording room for 10,000 people or more. 

The gallows on which Ed Johnson and Jim 
Butts, the Miller murderers, were hung, will 
be the last object Tom Woolfolk will touch in 
life—unless some stay of proceedings now un- 
locked for intervenes. 

The arrangements will be completed by 
Monday night, at the latest, and a strong 
armed guard will be under the command of 
Sheriff Cooper on the 29th. 

Many believe that Woolfolk will confess to 
having committed the crime with which hoe 
stands charged, despite his incessant protesta- 
tions of innocence. 

He is certainly a changed man, and he says 
continued imprisonment for more than three 
years would change any man for the better 
who believes in aGodanda future life. He 
does not use profane language now, whereas 
eighteen months ago oaths frequently escaped 
his lips. " 

PRISONERS BURNED THE JAIL, 
And Made a Deperate but Unsuccessful 
Effert to Escape. 

Macon, Ga., October 24.—[{Special.]—Sheriff 
Scarborough, of Laurens county, arrived in 
Macon today with four negro prisoner, who 
burned down the jail.« at» Dublin on 
Tuesday night and made a_ desper- 
ate effort to escape. The prisoners 
have been brought to Macon for safe keeping 
in the jail here. 

Editor J. A. Peacock, of The Dublin Post 
isin the city today, and he gives THe Con- 
sTuTION the following account of the jail 
burning: ¢ 

Tuesday night, about 10:30 o'clock, the 
alarm of fire was sounded in Dublin by the 
ringing of the town beli. Those who 
heard it rushed to the scene of conflagration, 
which proved to be the county jail. 

There were four prisoners in jail awaiting 
he January superior court: Turner Hill, 
charged with rape; Lewis Griffin, attempt to 
murder; Exam Pitts, stealing, and Pinck 
Flanders, for murder of his brother-in-law, 
Sam Montford. 

It is evident that they are tired of jail life, 
and one of the number set fire to the building 
with the hope of liberating the whole party. 
But the fire got too much for them, and they 
were forced to call for help, which they did 
lustily, or perish in the fame, Jailer Hudson 
went to their rescue just in time to save them 
from the flames. Assoon as he unlocked the 
door they made their last desperate effort to 
escape, but as each one passed the jailer, 
whom they had stunned with a blow, 
his son, Henry, who was stand- 
ing a few steps below, tripped them, landing 
them at the botton of the steps in reversed 
positions. At this juncture the timely ‘ap- 
pearance Of Marshal Cowart, Mr. George 
Bangs, and others with presented weapons, 
preyented the final “‘leave of absence” they 
so much desired. 

The prisoners were givén berths in the 
guardhouse, and guards placed on duty to pre- 
vent any further effort to escape.

And yet, if The Ameri- 
can knows anything about the situation, it 
ought to know that no such division is 
threatened by the subtreasury plan, for that 
plan is not even up fordiscussion. It would 
have been avery easy matter to have stirred 
up the sort of strife our contemporary is de- 
ploring if ‘tux CONSTITUTION had permitted 
itself to be drawn into an unnecessary dis- 
cussion of the subtreasury measure. But 
this has been avoided, and the measure is 
not an issue in the democratic party in 
Georgia,.and has not been. 

It is true, there are democratic papers 
which are doing their utmost to treat it as 
an issue, and which seem to be making an 
effort to drive the farmers out of the party, 
but the influence of these papers is not as 
large as it might be and their utterances 
have no weight. 

There is one fact to which we desire to 
call the attention of The American, 80 as.to 
relieve the tension of its powerful mind, and 
that is-this: When the democratic state 
convention met in Atlanta during the sum- 
mer, the majority of the delegates were 
democratic alliancemen.

The 
saving in distance would be fifty-four miles 
over the shortest line now running. This 
short line can be built and equipped for less 
money than the fifty-four miles that would be 
saved, is now capitalized for. 

With a short line built to the sea coast and 
entirely independent of all other lines, the 
cheapness of its cost would enable it to do 
business for so much less than is done at 
present: it could declare handsome dividends 
at one-half the present rates of freight. 

The ocean is free, and any railrcad that can 
supply business can get steamers or other ves- 
sels to come to it and bid for its business. 

Atlanta pays about $2,000,000 for incoming 
freight per annum. 

With an independent line built for cash on 
present cheap basis of construction rates could 
be so lowered that there would be a saving of 
twenty per cent over present rates; fifteen 
per cent saved would amount to $300,000 per 
annum. 

Ten years saving in freight charges would 
pay the entire cost of building and equipping 
a road to the sea tosay nothing of the great 
advantage of having low rates. 

Atlanta could afford to own the road and 
pool the stock so that it could not be sold to 
defeat competition,

Tonight in a secluded 
part of that neighborhood, passers-by were 
shocked by finding in an obseure alley the 
dead body of a woman, whose head had been 
nearly severed, while her body showed evi- 
dences of kicks and bruises, in themselves 
sufficient tocause death.

“LISTENING TO HILL 


48S HE SHOWS UP THE REPUBIY™ 
CAN PARTY. 


HE GIVES REED A PASSING NOTICE. 


Says the Speaker is Held Up as a Hero by 
His Party When He is Nothing 
More Than a Bully. 


WHEELING, W. Va., October 24.—Governos 
Hill and party arrived in Wheeling this after- 
noon from Massillon, O. On the way here 
crowds thronged the stations and cheered the 
governor as he passed through. On arrival 
here a large crowd met him and escorted him 
to the hotel where a reception was held lasting 
three hours, during which prominent demo- 
crats of the state paid their respects. The 
governor spoke in the opera house tonight to 
an audience only limited by the capacity of 
the hall. The governor said in part: ; 

The democratic party may justly be considered 
the friend of labor. Its whole record has been 
characterized by solicitude for the interests of 
those who earu their daily bread by the sweat of 
their brows. At least one-half of its ranks 
are recruited from the laboring classes, ard, 
therefore, an enlightened self-interest, if no other 
motive, has dictated an honest move to favor 
measures beneficial to the workingmen. This 
titude is not indicative of a hostile disposition 
towards the manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try. We believe in the encouragement of domes- 
tic industries in every legitimate manner; 10t by 
the imposition of unnecessary and unreasonable 
taxes upon other interests ior their exclusive 
benefit; but recognizing the fact that the best or 
easiest methods to raise revenues needed for tho 
support of the government is by tariff duties and 
imports, wé are desirous that in the adjustment 
of details of such duties dve regard should be 
had to the claims of home industries by imposing 
sufficient rates to amply compensate labcr and 
afford manufacturers a fair profit without creating 
monopolies. We have not advocated, and do not 
adyocats, free trade, but insist that 
the interests of the great body of the 

people must be consulted in framing Just 
and reasonable tariff measures. All interests 
bave rights which are entitled to be protected 
from governmental favoritism. We neither war 
upon the manufacturing interests on the on6 
hand, nor do we unwisely or offensively cham- 
pion the cause of their employes on the other. 
Our opponents assert that we antagonize the trus 
interests of manufacturers in our anxiety to re- 
lieve th: burdens of the laboring people. I deny 
the statement. We would not «etract a sing'e 
iota from th: credit due the manufacturers of the 
country to which they are fairly entitled for 
their ‘energy, perseverance and enterprise 
in building up our country. We 
coneede they may be protected trom unjust 
or unfair foreign competitiou, whenever it can 
reasonably be done under our tariff system with- 
out the abuse of power of taxation. If they insist 
upon a tariff s0 high and exorbitant as to amount 
to practical prchibition, asin the case of the 
McKinley bill, their demands must be refused. 
Our people should never consent toa Chinese 
wail of restrictive legislation being placed areund 
our borders, even at the behest of home indus~- 
tries, which we desire to foster at every proper 
way. 

Our opponents assert that the policy which we 
advocate tends to lower the wages of the laboring 
men, because they must compete withthe under, 
paid workmen of Europe. Tie proposition is as 
insolent asitis unfounded. Itis distinct y rej 
futed by the principles set forth in the democratic 
national platforms of the last two presidential 
years, A plain and simple interpretation of this 
platform is, we believe, in recognizing the de- 
mands of labor and we propose to shield our work- 
men from such competion as can justiy be con- 
sidered as unfair. For instance, if it costs $2 for 
labor to produce certain manufactured articles in 
foreign countries, while it costs §4 for labor to 

roduce the same article in this country, then wo 

avor a tariff of $2 upon that article, in order to 

ecualize the difference in wages. An imposition 
of that amount am dy protects American work- 
men, and prevents his being placed at a disade 
vantage. This is all the tariff any intelligent 
American workingman ever desired. 

The position of the democratic party upon the 
tariff question is a couservative one. It has not 
mortgaged itself to any class; it seeks the en 
of al}; favors the protection of labor, so fara

The Demand for the Metal by the Nayy De- 
partment Causes Some Inquiry. 


WaAsHINTGON, October 24.—Additional re- 
sults of recent tests of armor plate at Anna 
lis are still coming to light.

In addition 
there were rumors of ‘‘corners’’ that were dis- 
comforting to officials who had expected to get 
an adequate supply of the metal at fair prices. 
These facts have led to an examifiation of the 
possibilities of the United States as a nickel- 
mer-yan, Bhoey send 5 All of the nickel used 

ere has been purchased abroad, Canada being 
the nearest source of supply. 

From information comimg in an unofficial 
way tothe department ;it appears, however, 
that there is a probability thatthe metal exists 
in this country in considerable quantity. It is 

that mines of great value exist in Vir- 
ginia. For obvious reasons persons making 
assertions refuse to designate their location. 
Meanwhile, acting upon expert reports, at least 
one company is organized to develop these 
mines, sothat the navy department officers 
are hopeful that any considerable enhance- 
ment of the market price of the nickel will be 
met and counteracted by an increased supply 
from domestic sources.

NEW YORK, October °4.—Continued liquida- 
tion in Sugar Refineries was again the most poe 
quieting factorin the stock market today, vat 
added to this was bigher rates for money, losses 
in earning on St,Paui and a dispatch asserting that 
Burlington, Rock Isiand and 5t. Paul would give 
the Union Pacific no more through business and 
would charge the last named full local rates on all 
business originating at points on its line. Weak- 
mess in silver was alsoa considerable factor, but 
the excitement in Sugar Refineries was an over- 
ehadowing element in the movement of prices. 
The cencral expectation was that the stock would 
reach still lower figures today and at the opening 
there was an unusually large crowd waiting to 
execute orders, and a scene of unusual excitement 
followed the tap of the gavel. The official open- 
ing price was that of last ey ening, but sales were 
made at severa! different prices at different points 
in the crowd, and asthe bulk of orders were to 
sell, the price was soon carried down from 66%4 to 
644. A reaction followed the execution of early 
orders and 661, was reached when professional 
bears took a hand and forced prices off again, and 
the downward movement was not checked until 
61% had been touched. This is a loss of AN per 
cent since Wednesday evening and 13% ince 
Monday. There was what looked like an organ- 
ived effort to advance stock at the lowest price, 
however, and traders made arnush to cover their 
shorts with the effect of carrying stock late in the 
aftcrnoon beyond the opening figure of the day 
nearly 124 per cent. The general list was held 
comparatively steady during the forenoon, but the 
dispatch from Chicago im regard to the Union 
Pacific and Grangers wasa signal for combined 
attack upon the stocks of those roads, and mate- 
rial jowses were sustained by all of them. The 
vigorous rally in sugar, however, brought the 
recuiar list along with it, especially as money 
rates were easier late in the day and in most of 
other eases were about recovered, Union Pacific 
alone proving sluggish. Final trading was large 
and a strong tone prevailedin all portions of the 
list. the close being active and strong at about the 
level of opening figures. Final changes of today 
show a majority of losses, but they are generaily 
confined to fractional amounts. But the Union 
Pacific is down 1% percent. Sugaris fractionally 
hicher, as is also Chicago Gas, which syinpathized 
smost closely with the early drop in sugar.
